An Item of War-Expenses. 

It was lately asserted on the floor of Congress 
without contradiction, that the war in Florida 
has already cost us not less than thirty millions of 
dollars ! The incidental losses of war are gen¬ 
erally from two to four limes as much as its di¬ 
rect expenses ; but, if only equal in the present 
case, this petty, shameful contest with a handful 
of Indians has sacrificed, on our part alone, more 
than $60,000,000 ; a sum more than twenty times 
as crpeat as the average amount annually contri¬ 
buted during the last ten years by all Christendom 
for evangelizing the world; and the bars interest 
upon it, amounting at six per cent, to $ , ,- 

000, would lie nearly ten times as much as all the 
Christians in our own land have in any one year 
given out for the spread of the gospel! 

Bring the case home to our own interests. 
These $30,000,000 come of course from the 
pockets of the people; and, as the number of tax¬ 
able persons in this country does not exceed 
S.OUOjOQfijjevery such person must pay an nverage 
of ten dollars each. Do you ask how ? Few 
stop to reflect or inquire; but every one that uses 
tea or ctfree, sugar or molasses, silk or broad¬ 
cloth, cotton or hemp, lead or iron, almost any 
article you can name, is compelled under cover of 
imposts, to pay the tax which goes to support the 
war-system. In this way every person in the land 
pays a tribute to war; and this tax has in Eng¬ 
land amounted in some cases to thirty times the 
first cost of the article. Sikis. 


Fighting Christians. 

“ Make all men Christians,” say some, “ and 
wars will cease.” As a comment on this com¬ 
mon remark, I will relate a circumstance which 
was told me by an aged minister of the gospel, 
who lives in one of our seaport towns. 

Hr said, that, during the last war, a member of 
his church, apparently a pious man, bought a 
share in a privateer, and went out in her. They 
fell in with a British ship that had not heard of 
the war. In bringing her to, this Christian fired 
into the ship, and mortally wounded the'captain. 
When this professor of religion hoarded the 
prize, the captain was expiring, and had only 
time to learn, that the Uuited*States had declared 
war against Great Britain; and his last words 
were, “ Good God, am I killed by an American!” 
It was supposed that the British captain was par¬ 
ticularly attached to the Americans. 

We uever hear a man say, “ let slavery contin¬ 
ue until ail men become Christians; iet intemper¬ 
ance continue until all ineu become Christians;” 
or, wlmt amounts to the same thing, that there is no 
need ofany sjtecia! efforts in the cause of tem¬ 
perance ; lor, when all men become Christians, 
they will become temperate. But we often hear, 
and sometimes from ministers, the above remark, 
“ make all men Christians, and wars will cease; 
and therefore there is n a need of any special ef¬ 
fort to abolish war.’ Which is as much as to say, 
“ let Christians continue to shoot and stab one 
another, until all men become Christians.” 

Female Education. 

During the early part of my life, my lot was 
cast among the butterflies of the fashionable world ; 
and of this class of women, 1 am constrained to 
say, both from experience and observation, that 
their education is miserably deficient, that they 
are taught to regard marriage as the one thing 
needful, the only avenue to distinction ; hence to 
attraot the attention and win the affecliens of men, 
by their external charms, is the chief business of 
fashionable girls. They seldom think that men 
will he allured by intellectual acquirements, be- 
.cause they find, that where any mental superiori¬ 
ty exists, a woman is generally shunned and re¬ 
garded as stepping out of her “appropriate 
sphere,” which, in their view, is to dress, to 
dance, to set out to the best possible advantage 
her person, to read the novels which inundate 
the press, and which do more to destroy her 
eliaracter as a rational creature, than any thing 
else. Fashionable women regard themselves, 
and are regarded by men, as pretiy toys or as 
mere instruments of pleasure. And the vacuity 
of mind, the heartlessness, the frivolity which is 
the necessary result of this false and debasing es¬ 
timate of women, can only be fully understood by 
one who has mingled in the follies and wicked¬ 
ness of fashionable life, and one who has been 
called from such pursuits by die voice of the 
Lord Jesus, inviting her weary ami heavy laden 
soul to come unto him and learn of him, that she 
may find something worthy of her immortal 
spirit, her intellectual powers, to occupy her time 
sad her talents: that she may learn the high and 
holy purpose of her creation, and consecrate her¬ 
self unto the service ef God, and not as is now the 
case, to the pleasure of man. 

There is another and much more numerous 
class in this country, who are withdrawn by edu¬ 
cation or circumstances from the circle of fash¬ 
ionable amusements, but who are brought up 
with the dangerous and absurd idea that marriage 
is a kind of preferment, and that to be able to 
keep their husband’s house and render his situa¬ 
tion comfortable, is the end of her being. Much 
that she does and says and thinks is done in- re¬ 
ference to this situation; and to he married is loo 
often held-up to the view of girls as the sine qua 
non of human happiness and human existence. 
For this purpose more than for any other, I verily 
helieve the majority of girls are trained. The 
imperfect education which is bestowed upon 
them,the little pains taken to cultivate their minds, 
after they leave sehool, the little time allowed 
them for reading, the idea constantly inculcated, 
that although all household concerns should heat- 
tended ta with scrupulous punctuality at particu¬ 
lar seasons, the improvement of their intellectual 
capacities, is a secondary consideration, and mav 
serve as an occupation to fill up the odds and ends 
of time. In most families it is considered a mat¬ 
ter of far more consequence to call a girl off from 
making a pie, or a pudding, than to interrupt her 
whilst engaged in her studies. This mode of 


training necessarily exalts, in their view, the j tmn of their ch Idren, because they attend the 


animal above the intellectual and spiritual nature, 
and teaches women to regard themselves 
kind of machinery, necessary to keep the domes¬ 
tic engine in order, hut of little value as the intel¬ 
ligent companions of men. 

Let no one think from these remarks that I I 
gard a complete knowledge of bduse-wifery 
beneath the acquisition of women ; far from it, I 
believe that a complete knowledge of household 
affairs is an,indispensable requisite in a woman’ 
education,—that by the mistress of a famil; 
whether married or single, doing her duty 
thoroughly and understandingly, the happiness of j 
the family is increased to an incalculable degree 
as well as a vast amount of time and money saved, 
omplain of is that onr education consists 
exclusively in culinary and other manual 
operations. I do long tb see the day, when it will 
longer be necessary fox woman to expend so 
many precious hours in furnishing “a well 
spread table,” hut that their husbands will fore- 
of their accustomed indulgences in this 
way, and encourage their wives to devote some 
portion of their time to mental cultivation, even 
at the expense of having to dine sometimes on 
baked potatoes, or bread and hatter. I believe the 
sentiment expressed by the author of “ Live and 
let Live ” is true,— 

Other things being equal,a woman of the high- 
mental endowments, will always be the best 
housekeeper ; for domestic economy is a science 
that brings into action, the qualities of the mind 
well as the graces of the heart. A quick per- 
ptidn, judgment, discrimination, decision and 
order are high attributes of mind, and are ail in 
daily exercise in the well ordering of a family. If I 
a sensible woman, an intellectual woman, a wo¬ 
man of genius is not a good housewife, it is not 
because she is either, or all of those, but because 
there is some deficiency in her character, or some. 

of duty which should make her very 
humble, instead of her indulging in any secret 
self-complacency on account of a certain superi¬ 
ority, which only aggravates her fault.” 

The influence of women over the minds and 
character of children of both sexes, is qllowed to 
be far greater than that of men. This being the 
by the very ordering of nature, women 
should he prepared by education for the perform¬ 
ance of their sacred duties as mothers and sisters. 

A late American writer* in speaking on this sub¬ 
ject, says in reference to an article in the West¬ 
minister Review,— 

1 agree entirely with the writer in the high 
estimate which he places on female education, 
and have long since been satisfied, that the sub¬ 
ject not only merits, but imperiously demands a 
thorough reconsideration. The whole scheme 
my opinion be reconstructed. The great 
elements of usefulness and duty, are too little at¬ 
tended to. Women ought,in my view of thesub- 
to approach to the best education now given 
en, (1 except mathematics and the classics) 
tore I believe than has ever yet been attempt- 
Give me a host of educated, pious mothers 
and sisters, and 1 will do more to revolutionize a 
country in moral and religious taste, in manners 
tnd in social virtue ami intellectual cultivation, 
ban I can possibly do in double, or treble the time/ 
with a similar host of educated men. 1 cannot 
hut think that the miserable condition of the great 
body of the people in all ancient communities, is 
to be ascribed in a very great degree to the de¬ 
gradation of women.”

Take Care of your Sabbath Schools. 

I wish to call the attention of the friends of | 
Sabbath schools to one point, iu which, the 
institution needs to be guarded. It is an absue 
of the institution, and therefore, ought to he 
watched agaiust. The following proposition 
will, then, give direetion to the remarks of this 
number, viz; 

The Sabbath school is perverted from its rights, 
use when it is made a substitute for parental i~ 
struclion. 

There is danger that parents may so abuse 
tliis institution, as to make it the occasion ofj 
abridging their duties, and of impairing the sense 
of their responsibilities as parents. That, instead 
of receiving with gratitude the aid proffered them 
by tile Sabbath school, of training up their chil¬ 
dren for God and eternity, they may let it take 
the entire place of family instruction. Others toil 
in this work, not to make parents relax or 
in their efforts, ill behalf ot their children. Anti 
yet how many parents, rejoicing in this conven¬ 
ient but wicked salvo to a conscience wounded 
by a senbe of guilt, in view of criminal neglect 
training up dr in catechizing their children, se 
to persuade themselves, that no other training 
than that which they receive in the Sabbath 
school, is necessary : or, do nothing more than, 
when the Sabbath comes, to make the cold en¬ 
quiry— 1 Children, a’m it time to go to Sabbath 
school ?’ 

Here, I would earnestly caution parents ag_ 

throwing almost the entire business of the reli¬ 
gious education of their children upon others ; 
if this was embraced with greediness, as an 
cuse to get rid of the important matter themselves. 
Are there not some in fault on this subject? 
And if so, is this a proof of love to your children? 
Is this fulfilling your vows, made over them, and 
on their behalf, at the baptismal altar ? Is tins 
teaching your children the •* words of the Lord 
diligently ”? Is this talking of those words 
them, when you sit in your house : when y 
walk by the way: when you lie down.; and 
when you rise up ? 

I am very much afraid that the good pious 
practice, that formerly prevailed in families, has 
fallen very much into disuse and disrepute; and 
that parents are partaking too much of the pre¬ 
vailing spirit of doing things by proxy. The time 
has been with the church, in days gone hy„ when 
the delightful scene presented itself, of a father 
taught of God and anxious that his children 
should be too, acted as net only the priest, hut also 
as the prophet of his household—when (on the 
Sabbath day especially) he would gather around 
Inrn the loved ones of his heart, to be taught 
the “great things of God’s law.” They all felt 
that it was holy time, and were taught to know 
that it was God’s day, and that the season for 
catechising was one of solemnity arid importance. 
All were made to recite the precious truth of 
God. And as tile father addressed the group of 
immortals committed to his charge, he attended 
to it, not as a mere matter of form, but having 
experienced the truth himself, his lips dropped 
instruction, as if he foil himself in a high degree 
responsible for the present and everlasting welfare 
of his offspring. Let me urge parents now not 
to let the Sabbath school be made the occasion 
of preventing them from going and doing like¬ 
wise.—If they do, some of their children may 
yet “ bring down their gray hairs with sorrow to 
the grave.” 

YViouId that parents more seriously considei 
what is said in the scriptures on the subject of 
training up their chi Id ran in the knowledge ami 
fear of God, If they relax at all, in the iustruc- 


Sabbatb school, better had it been lor them and 
their children, had they never heard of a Saiibatli 
school. Can anything, my dear friends, make 
up to a child the loss of faithful parental instruc¬ 
tion ? or, can the child’s attendance upon the 
Sabbath school, by any means, lessen tire obliga¬ 
tion ofjiarents to train up their children in the 
knowledge of the doctrines of the Gospel? 1 
hope these parents may beware, and not regard 
the Sablmtli school as a substitute for parental 
instruction : the neglect of which must make 
them guilty in the sight of God. Chris. Intel.

Tract Distribution, 

A benevolent gentleman in Boston, having re¬ 
ady journeyed to Ohio, laments that Christians 
generally are found doing so little for their per¬ 
ishing fellow men around them, bj 1 means of 
tracts. 

I neither saw nor heard, of any tract distri- 
ion on my whole route through the state of 
.V York by steamboat and canal, down Lake 
e, across to Pittsburgh, and home.. In Buffalo 
the flood of emigrants who are pouring into the 
Western states, go without tracts. At Erie, 
where we put in, ow’ing to a head wind, on in¬ 
quiry 1 found a tract depository, hut the clerk in 
the store knew not their prices; and said they had 
made no sale for years, and sent me into the loft 
find the box containing them, from which I 
took a supply for the passengers, and paid for 
them. I mention it, to say that nothing seems to 
be doing, and that some means should he adopted 
circulate tracts. A good man at Buffalo, who 
old hand a tract to each of the thousands em¬ 
barking at that place, might do great good. Not 
“ of your bound volumes have I seen on my 
entire route, though in many canal and steam¬ 
boats.” 

This deficiency, which all must lament, can be 
remedied only by the personal fidelity of the peo¬ 
ple of God in these labors. They are God’s in¬ 
struments for diffusing among men the light of 
life, and God has dispersed them throughout the 
mass for this very purpose. Will they, each for 
diimself, do their duty, or neglect it ? 

The following letter from a Christiau merchant 
in Pittsburgh, Pa. affords a cheering and encour¬ 
aging example to those who would he faithful in 
tract distribution. He finds, indeed, wide oppor¬ 
tunities ; and what God requires of us all is to 
“ occupy ” in the sphere in which his Providence 
has placed us. 

“Mr Dear Sir,— Your last kind donation is 
try nearly exhausted, and will not last tne anoth¬ 
er week. I have spread it far anti wide, and’inlo 
vast many families, canal,steam, and keel boats; 
Sabbath schools, poor and scattered churehes, 
traveling missionaries; ministers, and pious, Zeal¬ 
and prudent laymen ; to the Penitentiary, 
ns, &c. &c. To one pious, zealous man, in¬ 
troduced to me by one of our clergymen, who 
ras traveling in a small carriage through Virgi- 
ia, Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana, to Illinois, 1 
ave a good, well assorted bundle, that he might 
give a tract at every cabin and rottnge, &.C., along 
the road. I have also visited Sabbath schools in 
small towns and manufacturing and laboring dts- 
s, and given one to each child, ineulcatiqg on 
them and the teachers the necessity of their going 
about like the precious Savior, and doing good 
by reading and lending lo others. In all my dis¬ 
tributions 1 am cifrefttl to assort and select them, 
o of a kind will not be in a house, anil 
inculcate the duty of lending and exchanging 
with one another. 

very dense neighborhood about eight 
miles from this city, where Methodist and Pres¬ 
byterian preachers have done much good, I gave 
a tavern-keeper’s family two or three appropi- 
e tracts. He met me last week in the street, 
took me by the hand and said, ‘Sir, 1 thank God 
I have seen my error in dealing in liquors. I 
banished them from my house, resolving 
rather to live on bread and water than any longer 
continue in a trade that does so much injury to the 
tils and happiness of my neighbors. 

“ To clergymen, and pious, active laymen vis- 
tig the African and Methodist camp-meetings 
this neighborhood, I have furnished small sup¬ 
plies, which have been widely distributed, and 
done much good. “ In our state penitentiary and 
county jail we hnve now about 180 prisoners. 
I endeavor to get a minister to preach to them, 
and then give them each an appropriate Tract, 
with a charge to read and exchange with their 
fellow-prisoners; and those who cannot read, 
to get those who can read to them. This prac¬ 
tice is very acceptable, and some are eager to 
obtain tracts, and appear solemnly exercised, and 
look back on their past life with pain and regrw. 

1 hope the great and solemn day will reveal the 
fact that many of these unfortunates have by 
these means 1 been snatched as brands from the 
hurtling,’ and 1 placed upon the Rock of ages.’ 
The steam and canal boats, lumbering trade, 
keel-boats, and oilier traveling; bringing im¬ 
mense numbets to this our city, give great fac.ili- 
;s for judiciously sending the bread of life, to 
•ery quarter of the land. Under alUhese mul¬ 
tiplied opportunities and eal|s for doing vast 
good, 1 appeal to your Society for another as 
large a donation of well assorted tracts, Magazines, 
Christian Almanacs, &c .&c. as you can possibly 
afford me, thus to enable me to sent the Tract 
that leads to the Bible sand to Christ, through all 
these channels, to perishing thousands aud hun¬ 
dreds of thousands.-” 

This distributer encloses extracts of letters 
from two individuals to whom he had furnished 
a quantity of tracts'fur distribution. The first 
from an English gentleman to Iris wife, descri¬ 
bing the feast to his own soul which he had de¬ 
rived while presenting them, with his labors and 
prayers for the good of others. Tile other is in 
the’following words: “My dear and affection¬ 
ate friend—Your silent preachers arrived safe 
and in good health, and were presented yester¬ 
day to the school. VVhat a feast! One of them 
preached in the morning; it was Bob, the Cabin 
Boy; and I can assure you that the children’s 
eyes were swimming. Never have 1 read so 
interesting a tract to the children; and 1 hope 
that the other ‘preachers’ will preach to the 
whole neighborhood. They are now gone 
abroad. They are, I trust, preaching, and God 
grant that they may be the vevy instruments of 
bringing some poor souls to him.”

The executive committee of the American 
Bethel Society ask the attention of the friends 
of Bethel operations to the subjoined statement

In August last, it was found that the income 
of the societv was insufficient to sustain the en¬ 
tire effort of the hoard, then in progress. In 
looking around for the starting point of stsch a 
curtailment of expenditures as the church seem¬ 
ed, by the scantiness of their pecuniary supplies, 
to demand, the committee could find nothing 
whose loss, as they apprehended, would be less 
felt than the Magazine, anti theyraccordingly sus¬ 
pended its publication.

TEMPERANCE 


Temperance in New Haieu. 
i facts are strongly calculated to produce 
good effects, 1 wish to state a circumstance or 
which has occurred in this region. There 
ome among us who have long thought that 
the best way to encourage the friends of tempe¬ 
rance to make efforts, is to rouse them up by ex¬ 
posing the enormities of the rum traffic in our 
midst; by uncovering the haunts of the drunkard, 
and exhibiting lo die gaze ol the community the 
inside of these “ breathing holes of hell.” In ac¬ 
cordance with this idea, the report of the Young 
Men’s Temperance Society for 1835 contained a 
full account of the number of grog-shops, and 
pointed out particularly some of the worst shops 
in the city. Shortly after the publication, one ol 
our grog-sellers, whose establishment is notorious 
for its vileness, chose to appropriate certain para¬ 
graphs in the report (that portrayed the worst es¬ 
tablishment described) to himself) and brought a 
suit against the secretary of the society for libel,! 
laying the damages at $4000. The defendant, 
not choosing to pay mueh for a settlement, pre¬ 
pared fully for trial; but the grogseller appealed 
from one court to another, and procured the case 
to be continued until the time arrived when it 
could be continued no longer, and then it wt 
withdrawn ; the grogseller paying all the costs. 
This was regarded, of course, as an admission of | 
the facts stated ; and this miserable man nc 
stands before the community self-condemned 
a destroyer of the peace, and the lives, aud the 
souls of his fellow men. About the same time 
the secretary was arraigned before tile church by 
one of his professed brethren, on a charge of 
slander, which charge was based also on the 
port. This Christian rumseller was obliged, 
order to make ground for complaint, to appropri¬ 
ate to himself a description of a grog-shop, of 
which he was the keeper. The case was iried' 
before the ehtirch, and resulted in a unanimous 
acquittal, which was followed by the passage of] 
a vote by the church, that the traffic is an immo¬ 
rality ; and resulted in the expulsion of thii 
happy and deluded brother.

Conclusion of the whole Matter. 

To the Editor of the Richmond Enquirer. 

Dear Sir : It lias given me much paiu to 
serve, in the Enquirer of the 24th instant, an 
tract from an Alexandria paper, aud to find the 
same inserted in the New York, and nearly all 
the papers in the union, in which it is said, that 
Carter Braxton of Virginia, through the Rev. D. 
C. Gilmore of Philadelphia, has surrendered all 
his slaves to Gerrit Smith, of New York, an abo¬ 
litionist. If 1 ant the individual alluded to, in 
this inexplicable communication between Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Gilmore, and I have reason to be¬ 
lieve that I am, in justice to myself and those 
sentiments 1 have ever cherished, I am compelled 
to declare to tiie public, that the aforesaid is en¬ 
tirely a calumny—that I never came to a conclu¬ 
sion that it was necessary or proper, in any vv 
to liberate the lew slaves I own—that it is repug¬ 
nant to every wish, inclination, and intention, 
that ever entered my bosom, to hold any manlier 
of communication, directly or indirectly, with any 
of the family of the abolitionists; and that I n~ 
mere draught or even dreamt of my making a 
offer of my servants to an abolitionist, than of my 
childreu. 

This affair appears to have been gotten up and 
circulated through the whole extent of our coun¬ 
try, with the most reckless unconcern to decency, 
common civility and good sense, of any dial 1 
ever knew or heard of, or perhaps that has been 
witnessed by the world in this day of new i 
extraordinary occurrences. It does appear 
me, that in some way or other, or by some of the 
individuals concerned in the extraordinary pub- . 
licatien, 1 should have been spoken to, or con 
suited; I do not imagine malice prepense insti 
gated the false, preposterous and senseless rumor 
hut that its origin was from a want of reflection 
or some mental instability. Whenever I cotni 
to the conclusion of liberating my servants, per 
haps I shall be able to effect it, without die ait 
of either Mr. Gilmore or Mr. Smith. Of oul 
fact, I am certain and positive—never, in any way, 
that the wit of man can devise, to have any thing 
to do with an abolitionist sooner than with at 
assassin; as I look pit them as being on a level ii 
every respect—from both of whom I as instinct¬ 
ively shrink as from the touch of the vi|ier. 

These communications have spoken of m 
the honorable and the wealthy. Lest the public 
may suppose I am desirous to wear these gratui¬ 
tous distinctions, to which I have uo claim, I will 
observe, I never held or desired an office, and 
that I am in very moderate circumstances. ] 
ing remote from a direct mail line, aud being very 
closely occupied in tny domestic concerns, 1 have 
been unable to get this to rhe press before the 
present.

As a specimen of the slate of many intelligent 
minds, in regard to .the present position of the 
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| anti-slavery cause, we publish the following ex¬ 
tract of a letter from a clergyman in Maine. 


Brooks, Dec. Jlth 1837. 

With respect to the anti-slavery cause, I know 
not what to think. 1 am well aware there are 
thousands on either side who could tell me in a 
moment: but unfortunately for one whose moral 
vision is so dim, 1 have an unconquerable desire 
to think for myself. Tho’ ignorant, 1 do.not like 
to he led in every thing even by a 1). D. ; aud as 
to being driven, something says ‘I wont.’ I had 
hoped and still hope that the Massachusetts aboli¬ 
tionists, so in love with freedom, would not suffer 
themselves to be chained to the car of any man. 
But perhaps 1 do not understand their case. 

So far as 1 know my own heart, 1 abominate 
American slavery. When 1 think ef the wrongs 
of the slave and the proud oppression of the mas¬ 
ter and his wilful determination to remain an 
oppression still, an unutterable feeling of indigna¬ 
tion comes over me, arid I : ejoice that God is just. 
When I think how the holy law of God is bro¬ 
ken, his image trodden under loot, aud himself 
(iishonared by the vile system which spreads ft* 
unholy influence over the whole nation, I tremble 
to think that God isjusL When in addition to 
these things, I witness the low, sordid views of 
slavery as a moral question, which prevail among 
a vast jiortion of the community at the north, and 
see the ground taken by many even oi our reli¬ 
gious, papers and some of our D. Ds. I cannot 
wonder at the extravagant denunciations of aboli¬ 
tionists, however I may regret them in my sober 
hours. I think it probable, that if circumstan¬ 
ces had been such as to have led me to commit 
myself early ami engage actively in the anti¬ 
slavery cause, I should, at this time, have reasoned 
and thought and felt with Mr. Garrison’s admir¬ 
ers. But it is my settled conviction, that in Ids 
course there is something too much like “ casting 
out devils through Beelzehnb.” So long as I 
retain this conviction, I cannot feel with them, 
nor identify myself with them. To say nothing 
of the anti-sabbath principles of the Liberator, 
there are other things in it which, to my feelings, 
hnve a strong power of repulsion. 

On the whole, I cannot yet see it my duty to 
aid a reform on principles as dangerous as those 
which upheld slavery. What then? Shall I be 
mute, and refuse to remember those in bonds as 
hound with them? No, I will pray for the slave 
arid the master too. I will exert the little influ¬ 
ence 1 possess to persuade my fellow men that 
slavery is sin. And, so far as I can do it without 
giving currency to wrong principles, I will act 
with those organizations which atm to rid the 
j land of this curse. Call me “pro-slavery” if 
you choose. Tell me “ there are two and only 
two sides to this question.” What then ? asser¬ 
tion is not proof. 1 know that “ he that is not for 
Christ is against him.” But I know of no other 
man, or body of men, unless it he his church, of 
whom it can he said “ Whosoever shall fall on 
this stone shall he broken : but on whomsoever 
it shall fall it will grind him to powder.” That 
Christianity is anfi-slavery in its principles, I have 
no doubt; but that all anti-slavery emanates from 
Christianity, I dp not believe. I fear, greatly fear, 
that the predominating influence in Massachusetts 
is unchristian. 1 hope it will turn out better than 
my fears. 

1 hope there will be sufficient encouragement 
to proceed with the new organization. But if it 
cannot be sustained without addressing yourselves 
to the baser passions of human nature, let it go. 
can assure you that it will be difficult foryou to do 
much; with the mass ofabolitionisle against you— 
they have the ground ; and amidst the blaze and 
noise, you tr.ay he able to do but little tlmt will 
be seen, except you turn round mid fight Mr. 
Garrison, which I trust will not he done. « The 
Lord reigns let the earth rejoice.” O blessed 
truth ! liovv it ealtns the mind of the believer!

To Inquirers on the subject of Slavery. 

Not long ago a young lady, at a party, said to 
a Senator of the U. S. “ Do you not think, sir, 
that slavery will soon he one” of the- principal 
topics of conversation in this' country?” The 
statesman instantly replied, “ One of the principal 
topics! Believe me, it will not be Jong before it 
will lie THE chief topic, rely upon it.” 11 this 
prediction he correct, as an observer of the signs 
of the times cannot doubt, should not all the 
intelligent inhabitants of this country acquaint 
themselves immediately with the merits of the 
case—the facts and principles—of a subject so 
soon to he the all-absorbing theme of private 
and public discussion ? If they do not, how will 
they be able to discuss it aright, or bow can they 
act upon it as becomes intelligent and moral citi¬ 
zens? Surely the people of the United States 
ought not to pass their judgment, and condemn 
or approve, without having first examined the 
subject. “Strike hut hear!” was the exclama¬ 
tion of an ancient. American citizens should he 
heard before they are struek ; and he who will 
condemn without previous impartial investiga¬ 
tion, is unworthy the name. “ 1 speak then as to 
wise men, judge ye what I say.” 

It is frequently asked, hy persons who think 
they are the enemies of slavery, why discuss this 
subject in the free slates ? \Ve answer, because 
it is a moral subject. Were it a local question 
of politics, or municipal regulation, we should 
refrain from its discussion. Who acts so absurdly 
as to ask, why discuss the subject of idolatry in 
this Christian nation ? Should any one ask this, 
we should reply to him, as we do to the person 
who asks why we discuss the subject of slavery 
in the free states, It is a moral question; the 
welfare nf my fellow-men, for time and eternity, 
are involved in it; the blood of souls will belound 
in my skirts if I do not discuss it. 

Again it is asked, what right have northeners to 
interfere with the property of their southern fellow~ 
citizens ? We deny that men can .morally bold 
their fellow-men as properly. But if they could, 
we have a right to interfere with it in the sense 
abolitionists interfere with what the slave-holder 
terms his property. That is, we should have a 
right to show, hy argument and entreaty, that it 
would he his duty and interest voluntarily to re¬ 
linquish this “ property.” Take the temperance 
question for an illustration. Have not members 
of temperance societies a right to circulate their 
tracts over the land, and show- the immorality of 
the manufacture, sale and use of ardent spirit, 
and to persuade men that interest, and present 
and future welfare to the individual and the coun¬ 
try, will he promoted by total abstinence from 
liquid poison ? But this interferes With acknow¬ 
ledged property, as nearly all moral changes do. 
Some persons affect to believe that abolitionists 
aim at wresting “slave property ” from the hold¬ 
ers by force. But this is a great mistake. Moral 
suasion is the only method they employ. 

‘ Ah! ’ says one, * have you not petitioned Con¬ 
gress to abolish slavery in the District of Colum¬ 
bia, and do you not interrogate candidates for the 
state and national legislatures respecting their 
-opinions on subjects connected with slavery?’— 
True, hut we hold that Congress can only “abate 
the nuisance” in places where they have the ex¬ 
clusive jurisdiction, and that abolitionists will 
give the preference; merely, to candidates who 
are the best friends of liberty. The insinuation 
then that abolitionism is a political project is un¬ 
true. It is merely incidental to the main subject, 
and no more connected with politics than is the 
temperance cause. 

Having shown then that abolitionists are not 
attempting to intermeddle unlawfully with the 
property of others, nor to become a political party,
